change, The farmers did not. 


{want and did expect the govern- 


nent to keep.on assisting them 
in the-way it has been singin 
the past. 

. He felt that cattle and: hoiees 
with: the limited feed available 
could not be raised in sufficient 


{numbers to pay, There is gen- 


erally some stock in any country 
that are adapted to the country 
more than others, and if ‘the far- 
mers were going to stay here 
they wanted to live in good 
homes and in comfort, It was a 
mistake to think of meving out. 
They had-splendid soil and cli- 
mate and the district had many 
good qualities, 

After considering these con- 
ditions he had come to the con- 
clusion that farmers should go 
into sheep, not heavily, but grad 
ually, to gee how well they are. 
adapted to this country, 

There were several benefits to 
be considered. The only way to 
clear out weeds was to have 
‘sheep, as there were few varieties 
of weeds that the sheep would 
not cat. 

Mr, McCaig said that wheat 
was the ideal dry land crop, and 
it was net practical to.run stock 


{ina country fenced off with barb- 


‘ed wire, yet there were 300,000 
sheep run between: the wire 
fences of dry farmers in southern 
Alberta. They were the only 
stock that could take advantage 
of the short bite, This was the 
stock that was most economical 
and give the quickest returns, 

~ Sheep would yield two crops 
between now and next October, 
and he who would make the best 
success on his farm was the man 

who would use up his straw and 
practice economy, 

Sheep have held up better in 
price than. any other class -of 
stock, and for many years there 
had-been no break in: ‘the, price 
of mutton; the reason far- which 
was that they'were not producing 
a surplus, The prefit on mutton 
was better and quicker than on

‘The time is at hand wlicn the people 
of the Western Provinces of Canada 
haye important obligations, imposed 
upon them by their citizenship, to dis- 
charge. Primarily it is a. duty they 
owe to their country, but in a very 
particular sensc it is a duty theyowe 
to themselves. 3 : 

The reference is to the selection: of 
municipal councils and school boards 
for the coming year, the making of a 
choice of some thousands of men or 
-women. to whom is, to be cntrusted 
the vitally important task of directing 
municipal and school administration 
in a territory many fimes the size of 
some outstanding European nations. 

The matters which in the coming 
year will engage the attention and call 
for action on the part of these local 
representative bodies may not.be very 
spectacular or fill a large place in the 
public eye or in the columns of the 
newspapers, but to an even greater ex- 
tent than many matters: of national 
and even international moment they 
the 
people, and to tlie extent that these 
purely local affairs arc well managed, 
the comfort, convenience and ad- 
vancement of the people of a com- 
munity are served. Furthermore, 
they have a very direct bearing on 
the burden of local taxation to be im- 
posed, : 

Never, it is probably safe to say, 
in the history of this country was. it 
a matter of greater concern than it 
is today that the keenest interest 
should be taken by all citizens in the 
choice of the men and women sclect- 
ed. by them to serve in a representa- 
tive public capacity. Western Canada 
is by.no means immune from.the un- 
rest which prevails throughout the 
world, and which. is turning some 
countries and. old established condi- 
“tions topsy-tirvy. Problems” coniect: 
ed with labor, education, social and 
moral questions, trade and commerce, 
finance and taxation—all are in the 
melting pot, and what will ultimately 
evolve therefrom for the good or evil 
of mankind depends to a very large 
extent upon the interest displayed by 
the average man and ‘woman in public 
affairs, the amount-of study and con- 
sideration they are prepared to give 
to reaching a solution of these prob- 
Jems, and ‘he character of the men 
and women wliom ‘hey clect to public 
office to deal with then. 

It is of the utmost importance, 
therefore, that the people of Westcrn 


Canada should give serious heed to 


the selection of their municipal and 
schoo! representatives this year, In 
making choice of these representa- 
tives this is a time above all others 
when people should be on _ their 
guard against being swayed by feel- 
ings of personal friendship on the one 
hand, or feelings of a personal dislike 
on the other hand, in voting for can- 
didates for public office. It is a time 
when all old partizanship should be 
buried and forgotten, when consider- 
ations of race, or creed, or personal 
ambition should be ignored, and when 
the test of a cool and mature judg- 
ment should be applied in the mark- 
ing of a ballot.

Corn, Potatoes, .Barley and Sugar 
Beets Are Above the 
: Average 

Washington.—Bumper world crops 
of corn, potatoes, barley, sugar. beets 
and rough rice for this year are 
shown -in estimates compiled by tne 
International Institute of Agriculture 
at Rome, made public by the De- 
partment of Agriculture. 

The-production of wheat, oats and 
flax sced, however, shows a decrease 
from the average for the five years 
ended in 1917.
